- Batthe dayly oppreſſion of King Fohs prevailed fo farre ; alſo his baſe 
Luxury (not wichour murther and Man-ſlaughter, for he deſtroyed Matilda abeaurifull Maid, mak- 
ing her todrink Poyſon; becauſe ſhe would nor yield to his entreaty to be corrupted by him. And 
William Brace with his Wife, for ſpeaking ſomewhar roo freely, he killed with Famine, taking all 
their eſtare from them, He demanded Subſidies, but his Nobles altogether denyed him,nor would 
they follow him in his Wars untill thoſe heavy 1mpolis laid upon them were taker away : Yet he wenr 


afrerward into Normazdy,. and thence to Paris, where he and his Wife ( ro outward appearance ) 


were friendly received y King Philip. But Hugh Earle of. Marſh, ro whom 1ſabella. the Kings 
Wife was firſt berrothed'; being angry with the King for raking his Wife from him, joynes with 
Arthur, and begin a new War ; Philiprakes part with them, ſo joyntly thoſe of Towrs firſt;then they 
of Anju invade ; they take the Towns of Mirabellum, King John reproves Philip for his falſeneſs, 
and begins ferieuſly to think upon revenge ; and coming upon the Forces of the enemy ſuddenly and 
unlooked for, deftroyed them with a great (laughter, taking thoſe priſoners that conld nor eſcape, 
among whom was Arthur, whe ſhortly after dyed of hunger in priſon ; bur ſome ſay, that endeavou- 
ring his eſcape he was drowned in the River ; bur, as it is Vulgarly thought, he dyed of meer ſortow: 
His Siſter Eleanor followed him ſhortly after the ſame ſad way, And thus ended Arthur, Life, Ti- 
tle, and thoſe Wars. Next Year the French King takes all Normandy by Force. And now be- 
ean the Kings other enemy, Pope Innocent the Third, to vex him more then Philip had done ; the 
occaſion is this, Hubert Arch-Biſhop of C avterbury died, and the Monks of Sc, Auguftines in thar 
City '( without the Kings Licenſe or knowledge, and about midnight-) eleted Reywold a brother of 
their own to ſucceed him, and rook of him an oath forthwith to travell ro Rome, there ro procure 
his inveſtiture,and to receive his Pall from the Pope. Tidings hereof coming to the Kings ears, 
he preſently made known his inward diſlike of their raſh and unadviſed {doings ; ſo that ( upon his 
motion, and to appeaſe his wrath ) they ele Job Gray then Bilhop ef Norwich : Incontinently 
the King ( upon his own charges ) diſpatches Letrers, and Embaſſadors ro the Pope, entreating him 
ro ratifie the laſt choyce. But the Pope neglects the Kings Entreaty, and confirms him that was firſt 
Elefed ;- 'at.which the King frertred, and ftormed much to ſee himſelf ſo ſlenderly regarded : The 


- Monks alſp_ (to pleaſe the King ) refuſe to receive their ewn firſt eleftion, becauſe it was made 


in the night. At laſt the Pope would (whether the King would or no) make choyce of one Stephen 
Largrov ( one of his Creatures ). toſucceed in the Arch-Biſhoprick : The King ftoutly keeps him 

off,. and confiſcates all the Lands and Goods of ſuch as partake in the eleQtion with Rome, and for- 

bids all appealsthicher. The Pope after a proud letter or two,interdi&s him and all his Kingdome, 

which he very frankly gives to»Philip the FrenchKing ; who coming to invade and p5ſlefſe himſelf 
of the Popes gift, loſt three hundred of his Ships, and returned home ashe came,

OTE Frer the Death of King Joh», Hery his eldeſt Son ( abour the age of nine years ) was 
e/FA\ $2; Crowned King, but not without ſome controverſie of the Nobles ; tome of che Nobili 
EAR. falling off co him, who a little before had made a defection, and ſwore to King Lew:s. 
= Yet Lewis Wuhan Army of twenty thouſand men won many Tewns, till at laſt he came 
co the Caſtle ar Lincole, which a certaine Noblewoman did bravely defend, and cauſed him to flop ; 
and an Army of the Engliſh coming on in rhe mean time, he was repulſed and conquered, many of 
the Engliſh Nobility being taken thac ſtood with him, befides the Count of Perch that Rood wirh 
him rill che laſt, preferring an honeurable Death, before a diſhonourable Life : Yer he did not de- 
ſpair, but ſent: for more Forces our of France, which were all almoſt deſtroyed in a Fight at Sea. 
By theſe misfortunes he was forced to take Conditions ef a hundred and five vey 100 pe In re- 
ſpe& of the charge he had been ac ; he renouncing all right to che Kingdome of Eng {abd : And pro- 
miſing fairhfully to prevaile with his father to reliore all che Provinces in France belehging to the 
Engluh. The King reftored to the rebellious Nobility all the Lands belonging tgthem : And 
Lewis at Dover ſerSalle for France, having warred unhappily inanothers Land. Thena Parliament 
was ſummoned, and Magna Charts ratified, alſo the Court of Wards was revived, andia Tax grant- 
ed the King roLevy an Army under the Conduct of his Brether Richard, for the recovery of his 
Rights in France, 'The Parliament being ended, the ſaid Tax with great celericy is calle&ed with- 
our any the leſt grutch or contradiction ; ſo thar the Kings Coffers were repleniſhed with Gold and 
Silver ; andall requifites were carefully provided, and a gallant Army of couragious men of War 
were alſembled, and ſafely tranſported. With which Richard the Kings Brother did ( almoſt ) 
wonders, ſubduing whete he found refiltance, and ſeizing upen Lordfhips, Forts, Towns, Caflles, 
and other defenced places, quietly and without blowes, no Head being made againft him ; fo thac 
within fey Months -( ſuch.was his valour and good Fortnne ) he recovered both thoſe Provinces 
wholly for the King, and returned with much honour into Erg/a»d, Bur the Kays abſence from thoſe 
Places gave opportunity to the French King to infeft them, which he unfriendly laid hold on, and 
ſuddenly led a new. Army into Po:tters, and eafily made himſelf Logd thereof. From thence marchc 
to Perigott,and Alverne, and other places in Gzyan, where he did the like, .Bur King Hewry ſent 
thicher an other Army under the Conduct of his Brother Richard, Earl of Cornwall, with which he

Then a peace is concluded between them ; a Parliament being called, the. King confirmed the 
Government of the twelve Peers, which by Hand and Seal he had affigned them in a former Parlia- 
ment at Oxford, called the Mad Parliament ; and Prince Edward who was Hoſtage for his Father, 
is ſer atliberry. But the Prince nor enduring to ſee his Father thus a-ticular King, raiſeth a freſh 
Army; and abour Eveſham near Worceſter fights the Barns, whom by reaſon of a morrall jarre be- 
tween Leiceſter and Gloncefter, their two Generalls he overthrows, Then the Kings call another 
Parliament, and repeals and nulls all former Decrees touching the Authority of the iwelve Peers :

/ He King was inaugurated with wonderfull applauſe and defire of the Lords and 
il Commons ; and he not willing to diſappoint his ſubjects of the hope they-con- 
| ceived of him, gave them a ſigne of his excellent Government, {ending from him 
===) thoſc Miniſters of laſcivious youth, his former -affociates. £nd*noti willing his 
valant heart ſhould give place to floath, claims his right in Frazee - Firſt he fent Heraulds, 
anddemanded his Kingdome' from King Charls,promiſing to marry the Lady Katherize his 
Daughter ; and threatened alſo, that if he denied, he would take his parrimony by force : 
Char.; laughed at his Embaſladors, whereby he ſo enraged King Herry, that he multers a 
mighty Army, 'with abour 120.

Adbour this time $:g:ſmwnd the Emperor came into Exelard ro Treat of: Peace between the 
Prench and Exghf, ner was Herr; {low in the buſineſs ; but whenthe French belicged Hare 
Feet, he was ſo angry that he ſeatthe Puke of Bedford to raiſc the fiedge, with the Earl of 
Marſh, Oxford and others, and 200 ſhips, and fought a bloudy fight in the Haven of Hare- 
fleet, wich Burbox the French Admirall, where the Exel; wanthe day, ſinking 500 of the 
French ſhips, and ſo relieved the Town. Bar the Enyperour perceiving the perhidiouſucile 
of the French, made a firm hag with the Engliſh againſt all oppoſers, and ſo returned 
back into Germany. The French in the mean time hired great ſhips of Gevea, and again be- 
fiedgingthe Haven of Harefleet, endeavoured to hinder all provition from coming to the 
Town : bur the Earl of Huntington ſuddenly vanquiſhed them. He rook rhe Duke of Bur- 
bme a baſtard, and ſo-returned Conquerour for Exg/and, Then the King with his Nobility 
failed into Normandy, and took the Fort T»eba, whilſt the: Earl of Sabsbury wan Abervile, 
which place the King freely gave to him and his Heirs, Afterwards he wan (ar, and for 
ſtinacy puniſhed ſome of the principall with death, and gaye the plunder of the Ci- 
ty to his Souldiers, Then he ſent che Duke of Clarence to belcager the Town of Bayor,which 
he quickly wan ; -thencehe removed to (orfer, and in three dayes became Maſter thereof; 
then he ſubducd Argentamiam ; after that eAlencor, Falefa, and returned vittor toCacr. In 
the mcan whileathe Earl of Farwick conquered the Caſtle of Domfriſe ; and Clarcirivs ma- 
ſtered (wrtmr, and many other Towns. Then the King layes ſiege to Rear, and forced the 
Citizens to ſubmit; which Town bcing the Chic, was an example for the reſt to follow, 
{o that ſhortly he wan all Normandy, loſt by the careleſsneſle of his Previeceirs, 

The Duke of Burge#dy perceiving all things ro ſucceed to K. Henery's mind, procured a 
mecting between him. and the Queen of Frazce ( for King Charls her husband dored)) yer 
there was nothing done. The —_ brought with hcr, her moſt beautifull daughter Ka- 
tharine, purpoſcly to cnſnare the Kings mind wirh her allurements ; nor was it in vaine,for
